The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest either alone or in combination cold working the 
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surface of the substrate to a degree sufficient to cause grains nucleating in a molten 
portion of the consumable insert, joint, or second material during a transient liquid 
phase bonding process to grow into a substrate, and to a degree less than that which 
would cause recyrstallization of the substrate at or below the bond temperature, to 
produce bond line grains having a size exceeding a thickness of the molten portion.
